and 75 per cent. 
Grapes are ex­ 
pected to be the most promising 
fruit, this year.

Number of hens is 
4 per cent less than last year, al­ 
though laying egg rate per hen is 
somewrhat more. 
Cultivated crops have made fair 
progress.
